WATCH THOSE WHEELS GO AROUND 


Let’s face it boys, this title may not “send” 
you, but it may save your life. Many may not 
realize it, but those precious few ounces of metal 
that make up the front wheel bearings are ALL 
important. Along with the rest of the steering 
mechanism, braking system, and tires; they are 
more critical than you might think. You are 
unlikely to wash out yourself and your car be- 
cause of a bad clutch, icing carb., or wrong 
gear ratios, but neglect of the front wheel bear- 
ings and associated structures may cost the lives 
of both you and your car. 


The stub axles are probably the single most 
critical pieces of metal in the car. If you have 
suffered a severe force to a front wheel, don’t 
sleep till the alignment is checked. If there is 
any question at all, replace the stub axle. If you 
don’t believe this is critical. read the race reports 
in the April issue of PANO. Watch your tire 
wear for unevenness, have the toe-in checked, and 
replace king pins before they become too sloppy. 
As far as stub axle and king pin replacement 
are concerned, suffice it to say that this takes 
tools and precision instruments that none of us 
could even purchase. Be sure that you obtain 
the services of the most: experienced Porsche 
mechanic available for these jobs, even if you 
have to take the car 400 miles to him. The 
results may cost you money, and when you get 
through your old “Beetle” won’t go like a 
Carrera, but your life insurance company will 
love you. 


Now to the front wheel bearings. If you have 
never serviced, adjusted, and replaced front 
wheel bearings before in something other than a 
Porsche, read a little further, but not too far. 
The Porsche isn’t exactly the car to start cutting 
one’s first mechanical teeth on. 


Since its inception, the Porsche has used the 
identical ball type front wheel bearings of the 
Volkswagen. Everything is the same except for 
the much larger brake drum, backing plate and 
brakes. The day this article went to the editor, 
the author received word from the importer that 
factory notice had just been received that future 
Porsches will come equipped with front roller 
bearings. At present, we must assume that we 
all have ball tvpe front wheel bearings and that 
we will probably replace these with roiler bear- 
ings when the need arises. 


For many years. some Porsches and VWs have 
been plagued with front wheel bearings that 
wear out too fast. There are others that have 
had a long service life. but the failures can be 
found in cars of all years. Much of the early 
failure can be chalked up to either lack of care 
or improper care and adjustment, yet it does 
not begin to explain all the failures. This author 
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knows of a 1958 Porsche with 10.000 careful 
miles which has had an easy life and has always 
been serviced by an excellent trained VW 
mechanic, yet it is starting to show front wheel 
bearing destruction. Why? Nobody knows the 
full answer, but here are some thoughts. First. 
it is possible that some bearing races do not be- 
come as well case hardened as others. This may 
run in lots and is difficult to pick up by inspec- 
tion. Another factor may be the way the car 
was shipped. Some American car dealers will 
tell you that the cars that have spent 6 weeks 
on their front ends in a boxcar in transit don’t 
fare as well as those that have been driven out. 
A rough sea voyage with constant jarring, but 
no wheel rotation to get the grease spread 
around, may be the start of a small pit on a 
race which will in time enlarge like a dental 
cavity. Some of the later Porsches come in 
crates with wheels off, so this theory is out as 
far as their failures go. The trend towards 
roller front wheel bearings goes on. In the 
November “Road & Track” you will note that 
one of the changes in the new twin cam MG is 
Timken roller bearings in the front wheels. And 
now the rollers will come in the Porsche. There 
is no question that roller bearings have a greater 
friction coefficient than balls, but they stand up 
to hard usage longer. Most of us desire safety 
and longer reliability at the expense of a little 
more friction. 


How will you know if your front roller bear- 
ings are “going”? If you do your own servicing, 
inspect those races carefully for any signs of 
pitting or wear. If you don’t, see that some- 
body does each time the bearings are repacked, 
which should be every 6,000 miles. The next time 
your car is on a grease rack, spin those front 
wheels and listen for any trace of grinding or 
roughness. You may first hear trouble some 
warm day when you are really rolling along the 
road with the window down. You will hear a 
scream coming from the front and it increases 
with your speed. 


Now to the actual replacement of the worn 
ball bearings with new roller bearings. Never 
replace a ball bearing with a roller bearing 
without also replacing the other bearing in the 
same hub with a new roller. This is equally 
true if you are replacing ball type with ball type. 
Jack up the front end and remove the hub cap, 
rubber dust cap over grease cap, and then the 
grease cap. On the left side this also requires 
removing the pin from the end of the odometer 
cable. Gentle tapping on the bevel while rotating 
the wheel usually will loosen the grease cap. 
Next, using preferably two 27mm end wrenches 
(narrow), remove the two spindle nuts and lock 
plate between them. Next, off comes the thrust 


washer. Now the wheel should be able to be 
pulled off the spindle with ease. A few gentle 
taps with a rubber hammer can help, but if it is 
stuck, put it back together and go to a Porsche 
or VW service garage and let them remove it 
using VW tool 202 in conjunction with VW 
202s and VW 202i. This is the wheel puller. 
If the wheel doesn’t come off the spindle easily, 
undue force with a hammer can ruin a lot of 
expensive parts; don’t try it, obtain the services 
of the wheel puller tool. 


As the wheel comes off the spindle, the smaller 
outer ball bearing and its inner race on the 
spindle come out with the wheel. The larger 
inner bearing and the grease seal also come 
away with the wheel. leaving only the inner race 
of the larger inner ball bearing on the spindle. 
This inner race is usually on the spindle tight, 
and properly should be removed with the VW 
wheel puller tool 202 with 202s and 202i adapt- 
ers for this tool. If you haven’t these, you can 
gently try forcing it by light tapping on a heavy 
screw driver rotating around the inner side while 
tapping. Don’t use heavy blows or you may 
permanently injure the spindle. After this inner 
race is off, the spindle will appear as shown in 
the picture. Clean the spindle, back plate, and 
keep grease away from the brake bands. If 
grease gets on them, use a solvent to remove it. 





Now you are ready to turn your attention to 


. the removed wheel hub. Remove the rubber 


grease seal on the inner side and then the inner 
ball cage of the inner bearing will fall out. The 
grease seals can be removed by turning the inner 
side of the hub down over two sawbucks, and 
then gently tapping at various points with a 
stocky piece of wood pushed through the hub 
from the outer side. 


Grease seals are usually damaged in their 
removal, and whenever the bearings are serviced 
or replaced, new grease seals and also lock plates 
between the two spindle nuts should always be 
used. Inspect the removed ball cages and races 
for wear: also note color changes, as if they are 
purple or similar. they have heen too hot: from 
too tight an adjustment. lack of grease, or both. 
Replace them. 


Next is removing the two outer races of the 
bearings in each end of the hub. The VW repair 
press with thrust plate VW 401 along with VW 
412 and VW 433 tools are used for the inner 
race, and the same press and VW punch 411 
along with VW 401 are used for the outer race. 
Without these tools, you must gently drive each 
race out using a large screw driver as a chisel. 
rotating as you pound. Remember. the VW hub 
is iron and a VW brake drum isn’t too expen- 
sive if you wreck it, but the Porsche hub is 
aluminum and a Porsche brake drum and hub 


cost in the neighborhood of $50. GO EASY. 


You are now ready to start re-assembly of the 
hub and installation of the new roller bearings. 
Clean the hub, and then put in the new outer 
races of each bearing in their respective ends of 
the hub. The VW tool 244 (sleeve) is the cor- 
rect instrument for putting in the inner race, 
and the press with thrust mandrel VW 432 along 
with 411 are used for the outer. Without these, 
the race can be gently forced in using a flat 
board covering it and then using a press or rub- 
ber hammer, being careful to always apply the 
force in the exact middle. If the race goes in 
firmly but evenly, fine. If it doesn’t, take it to 
one who has the right tools. Be sure the new 
races seat perfectly in the hub and are not bent 
or distorted in any way. 


Now take the new inner roller bearing and try 
it on the spindle. You may find that it doesn’t 
want to go in on the spindle as far as it should. 
It may take a small amount of very careful 
“relieving” of the spindle diameter using very 
fine emory paper evenly. Go slowly, and keep 
fitting the bearing till it just almost fits. VW 
244 sleeve is the tool used to gently drive the 
bearing on with, but you don’t use it or other 
makeshift sleeve just yet. 


The next step is to place the inner bearing 
after proper application of new grease to it, (be 
sure grease gets forced in between each roller) 
into the inner end of the hub. Then take a new 
grease seal and put an extractor ring (VW part 
number 111-405-649) inside this grease seal. 
This extractor ring is not used with ball bearings, 
but should always be used when replacing with 
roller bearings. It serves as a spacer and extrac- 
tor ring for the grease seal at the next dis- 
assembly. It will prevent the rubber seal from 
binding on the bearing edge. 


The seal with extractor ring can be pressed 
in by a press or flat board and hammering in the 
middle. It should be driven in until it is flush 
with the edge of the hub. 


The wheel is then mounted on the spindle, and 
the outer bearing is slipped over the spindle. 
Here again VW 244 (sleeve) is the ideal tool for 
pushing the bearing in. It is assumed that you 
have greased both bearings and races with a 
liberal supply of your choice of front wheel 
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greases. Do not fill the empty middle of the 
hub or outer grease caps with gobs of grease, 
as too much will do no good and may work fnto 
the brakes or up the speedometer cable on the 
left. 


The lock washer goes on next, and then the 
inner of the two spindle nuts. Tighten down 
tight at first, and then back off, and insert new 
lock plate and install outer nut. Tighten inner 
nut until the thrust washer at the outer bearing 
just allows lateral movement with a screw driver 
and no bearing play can be felt on rocking the 
wheel. Now tighten down outer nut and go 
through this adjustment again and again until 
vou have it just right. That lock washer should 
be able to be moved fairly easily, yet no bearing 
play felt. Install the outer grease cup and rubber 
dust seal, and put a new pin in the odometer 
cable on the left, and you are done. Spin the 
wheel freely during the adjustments and be sure 
the sound is smooth, or else something is wrong. 


This author feels it very wise to recheck the 
bearings for proper adjustments at least once 
after a little running, as new parts have tg seat. 
and also because the inner races may have 
moved on in along the spindle just a hair or two. 
This is especially true if you have done this 
operation without the benefit of all the VW 
tools and press. 


The picture belows shows the proper arrange- 
ment of parts as they will be on the spindle when 
installed. Going from left to right, you see the 
grease seal, extractor ring or spacer, inner roller 
bearing. outer roller bearing, lock washer, spin- 
dle nuts and lock plate, grease cap, and rubber 
dust seal. Not shown are the new inner and 


outer races in the wheel hub. 





Perhaps I should have mentioned the follow- 
ing earlier, but anybody who will start a job 
before he has finished the article on how to do 
it, deserves trouble. The new inner and outer 
replacement roller bearings and the extractor 
ring can be purchased through a VW dealer. 
Below are the VW parts numbers. 


Extractor ring—VW 111-405-649 (no P. #) 
Inner bearing—VW 111-405-627 
Outer bearing—VW 111-405-647 


American Timken roller bearings can be used. 
provided two standard shim washers of 1/32” 
thickness, 1 inch inside diameter and 1.5 inch 
outside diameter are installed’ on the stub axle 


(spindle) prior to mounting hub with inner 
bearing. This is necessary because the Timken 
roller bearing is slightly narrower than the VW 
replacement part. The outer bearing needs no 
spacers, because of the lock plate. 


The parts numbers on the Timken replace- 
ments are as follows: 


Inner bearing—Cup 07204; Cone 07079 
Outer bearing—Cup 17244; Cone 17098 


In working up this article one most interest- 
ing item, the extractor ring to be used with the 
grease seal when replacement rollers are put in, 
deserves special mention. Neither the Porsche 
or VW shop manuals mention this small but 
important item which costs 10 cents. I am most 
indebted to Mr. Karl Grassow of Hoffmans for 
telling me about this item, its necessary use, and 
several other bits of important information. I 
had replaced my own front ball bearings with 
rollers some time ago, minus extractor ring, 
but before writing this article I went to my local 
VW dealer and ordered two extractor rings. 
The mechanic there is tops, and has been through 
VW service school. He had never heard of 
them and when he ordered them from our area 
distributor, their parts man had them but didn’t 
know what they were for. To the best of my 
knowledge the manuals and their supplements 
fail to mention these extractor rings and when 
they should be used. 


After obtaining them, I repacked my own front 
roller bearings and installed them. Interesting- 
ly enough, before they were in I would occasion- 
ally get an odd binding sound when turning very 
slowly in a fixed arc. I had inspected and 
checked everything many times trying to find 
this inconsistent bind and had never found any- 
thing wrong. Since the extractor rings are in, 
there is no more bind. I am not sure, but it 
must have been the rubber grease seal against 
the inner roller. 


This article has been long and dry, and I 
purposely mentioned a lot of tools none of us 
have. This is for a reason. If you think you 
are up to the job, go ahead; but if you aren’t. 
neither is the average American service station. 
Take it to your Porsche or VW dealer. Oh yes, 
one last thing; put the hub caps back on, or else 
a cop will pick you up for racing.

PARADE NEWS 1959 


WISCONSIN—AMERICA'S VACATIONLAND 


It is most appropriate that Wisconsin should 
be the locale for an event as prominent as the 
Fourth Annual Porsche Parade. Wisconsin has 
cradled automobile racing from its infancy. Back 
in 1907 and 1908, state fair park in Milwaukee 
put on 24 hour endurance races. And in 1912, 
Milwaukee was the site of the famed Vanderbilt 
cup race (300 miles), which Ralph De Palma 
won with an average speed of 68.98 miles an 
hour in his 140 horsepower Mercedes. Three 
days later Caleb Bragg in a Fiat won the 400 
mile grand prix of Wisconsin on the same course 
with a speed of 69.3 m.p.h. De Palma was in- 
jured in the grand prix when he attempted to 
pass Bragg on the final lap. 


The course for the Vanderbilt cup race was 
a genuine road course. It was a little more than 
seven miles in length. The layout went north 
on W. Fond du Lac Ave. to Capitol Drive, west 
on Capitol to Appleton, south to Burleigh and 
then east to W. Fond du Lac. It was paved only 
in portions and was just wide enough for passing. 


Wisconsin is also the state of vacation pleasure 
—outstanding scenery, the many parks and state 
forests with an ample supply of lakes ringed with 
ideal sports car roads will make this year’s 
Parade the one to attend . . . and extend into 
your Spring vacation. To quote the Chamber 
of Commerce, “Wherever you go in Wisconsin, 
you'll find vacationtime variety. Enjoy clear 
lakes, rushing streams, towering cliffs, wooded 
slopes, scenic valleys, historic sites, rich farm 
lands, dense forests, sparkling waterfalls, and 
cool, pine-scented breezes.” All this and the 
Parade too!

CHECK YOUR JACK-SPURS 


You people that live in areas where they like 
to use plenty of salt on the roads in winter, take 
heed. Check those jack spurs (where the jack 
fits into that tube) for rusting. If they are rust- 
ing, remove as much rust as possible, then apply 
Rust-Oleum +769 damp-proof red primer or 
Z.R.C. Some people have had excellent results 
using Z.R.C., made by the Seallube Company, 
Wakefield, Massachusetts, as an undercoating. 
We make ‘it routine practice to check our jack 
spurs and bottom for rust. First, we apply the

comes up through your door ledge some day.

The moment I spied PCAer, George Keck, I 
knew this was the car that George had purchased 
in “pranged” candition almost 18 months prior. 
The car had quite a history. 


On page 13 of the October 56 Road and 
Track appears a picture of a Porsche Coupe, 
number 25. The coupe top was only a temporary 
item. It weighed 1307 lbs., giving out 135 bph 
and was driven to fifth by Von Frankenberg and 
Von Trips. The car turned 138 mph down the 
Mulsanne straight. 


The next action we heard of this car was at 
the °57 Sebring race. The same car as above 
minus the “roof” finished 2nd in Index. piloted 
by J. P. Kunstle/Ken Miles. This was the same 
race in which PCAers Bunker/Wallace won the 


Index with their RS. 


Then disaster struck . .. away from the course. 
The car on a trailer flipped and was very badly 
damaged. This is where George Keck entered 
the scene. George has raced everything from 
Formula III cars to a 1955 550 Spyder. 


When George acquired the car, he was hoping 
to either straighten the body or put on a fiber- 
glass body. However, about that time he heard 
of Nadeau Bourgeault of Sausalito, California 
who had a power hammer and a flare for beauty. 
The two men put their heads together, made 
drawings and began to shape .040 aluminum 
into this thing of beauty. 


While the body work was being done, other 
changes listed below were made: 


Steering was chopped 3”. Note in one 
picture that the steering is below the cross- 
member, not above as the factory had it. 
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Spare tire is moved to the front compart- 
ment. 


Fuel tank reduced from 25 gallons to 1214. 
Overall height dropped 4”. 


Car is approximately 100 lbs. lighter than 
an RS. 


Fuel tank moved from front to right side 
of car. 


First run for the special was at the Grand 
Prix at Riverside, California. All that was done 
to the engine was to adjust the valves and set 
up the Weber pots. What an event for a driver 
and a car to become acquainted, especially with 
the 104 degree heat. George made one fuel stop 
and was constantly watching the cooling. As 
you can see from the pictures, the warm air is 
ducted out the rear and the incoming air through 
the ductwork at the side of the car. The oil was 
never over 100 degrees Centigrade. Somehow 
I feel the Porsche Factory will take a long look 
at this type of cooling. 


In practice at Shelton, George lapped faster 
than a new Aston Martin. The third race for 
the special was at Laquna Seca. Again, the car 
finished pushing some of the hotest iron on the 
west coast. 

George Keck has brought this car back from 
almost destruction to a thing of beauty and per- 
formance. The factory has their “RS” and 
“RSK”, but George is really happy to have his 
“GK” Special. . :

ROUGH IDLING WAS 
THE CLUE 


After some time and effort, I had succeeded 
in getting the carburetors on my 1600 N Coupe 
to idle at a beautiful steady 750 RPM. Those 
32 PBIC Solexes seemed to be set up perfect. 


Many miles later, after coming back from a 
business trip, I noticed “Baby” was idling 
faster and as the needle went up and down, the 
tachometer told us also that it was searching. 
First thing tried was to check things out with 
the Unisyn. The engine could not be made to 
idle properly under any conditions. 


When the weekend arrived, it was decided to 
go through a complete tune-up. We warmed her 
up and tried to adjust the carbs. The complete 
Unisyn procedure was tried starting with the 
carburetor connecting rod. We got an up and 
down searching adjustment with the road. Some- 
thing was wrong but we just couldn’t put our 
finger on it. With a mental note to clean jets 
and go into the carbs to look things over, we 
decided to stop for the day. Then something 
hit us. What was that sucking sound? Reach- 
ing back of the right carburetor, we found the 
answer. The rubber elbow which connects the 
balance tube to the intake manifold had a hole 
in it. This had developed a hole for no other 
reason than is common with most of the German 
rubber trim, it just dries up and cracks. In a 
few minutes, a new hose was installed and all 
idle problems disappeared. 


We shudder to think what would have hap- 
pened if we had driven with the cracked hose on 
our intended trip over the turnpike at high 
speeds. The result might have been a couple 
burned pistons as the mixture was leaned out at 
high speeds. We now intend to check and re- 
place, if needed, the rubber elbows every few 
months. We also recommend that you put hose 
clamps on each end to keep them tight. 


The “Newey” models with the Zenith carbs 
do not have the above rubber elbows.

STONE BRUISES ON 
YOUR PORSCHE 


The front of a Porsche sometimes seems to be 
a target for every stone on the road. It only 
takes a little time to touchup that front end. 
First, to prevent rust and act as a primer, dab 
some Rust-Oleum +769 damp-proof red primer 
with a +0 artist brush to the chip. Let this dry 
and next, using another +0 artist brush, apply 
some touch-up paint from the can which should 
have come with the car. People have often 
wondered what those red spots were on the front 
of our Porsche . . . we were just between drying 
sessions with the primer.

TRANSMISSION/DIFFERENTIAL LUBRICANTS 


In the past, if you read your owner’s manual 
you went searching for and insisted on non- 
hypoid or straight mineral oil for your trans- 
missions. 


New factory recommendations call for and 
state you must use hypoid gear oil SAE 90 (Sum- 
mer) or SAE 80 (Winter). Straight, non-addi- 
tive mineral gear oil does not possess the extra 
pressure lubricating qualities required for serv- 
ice in the Porsche. 


If you use Castrol, this is the way things 
line up: 


356 Porsche—Castrol ST 90 Summer 
Castrol ST 80 Winter 
356A Porsche—Castrol Hypoy SAE 90 
Summer 
Castrol Hypoy SAE 80 
Winter 


Many of you have heard of the use of Castrol 
R SAE 40 in the transmission. The Castrol 
people stress that no additive, such as colloidal 
graphite or molybdenum disulfide has to be 
added to the R. They say that Castrol R con- 
tains its own additives which give this oil a high 
oxidation stability. 


We feel, although castor oil is among the two 
highest rated boundary lubricants (the other 
being rape oil), it is not recommended for use 
even over a short period of time because of its 
tendency to oxidize (decompose or breakdown) 
into its dangerous basic constituents of gums 
and resins, etc. It has been suggested that its 
use in the gear box is allowable because of the 
much lesser heat as compared to the engine. This, 
we believe, is a misconception. These vegetable 
composition lubricants will decompose in air 
alone. The danger is described as “gums will 
raise the kinetic friction, actually remove bound- 
ary lubrication, and therefore causing great 
wear.” 


In conversations with Porsche factory people 
and Castrol representatives, we have come to 
the conclusion that R is okay for some competi- 
tion uses but it should be drained out right away. 
Castrol R also has a tendency to leak like a sieve 
and if you already have a leaky gear box. look 
out. Therefore, for everything but a Spyder or 
an occasional GT Carrera, you are wasting your 
money on the R and may do some harm if you 
leave it in for extended periods. 


To counteract the above statements, we can 
only offer the experience of Paul Whiteman, who 
has used R in his gear box from day one. 40,- 
000 miles later it feels as fine as ever. We don’t 
know how long “Pops” goes between changes. 


Another subject that has been kicked back 
and forth, is the subject of gear box additives. 


A lot of talk has been done about certain molyb- 
denum disulfide products. Some of these can 
cause great grief. We have seen some gear 
boxes where these products have sunk to the 
bottom in a mess. If you are inclined to use 
some additives, we offer these suggestions: 


Please, only use the colloidal form of 
molybdenum disulfide. 
Use 3% (about 2 or 3 oz.) of “Dag” Dis- 
persion #200, this is colloidal molybdenum 
disulfide in petroleum oil with an SAE 80 
hypoid gear oil in winter and SAE 90 hypoid 
gear oil in summer.

Clarence Rutbell has been using one tea- 
spoonful of Oildag concentrate (colloidal 
graphite) to 5.3 pints of gear oil in his 
1500. 


We would appreciate more comments on this 
subject of gear oils.

KONI SHOCK ABSORBERS 


Many PCAers have written in asking where 
they can get Koni Shock Absorbers. If you 
write to the importer, Kensington Products Cor- 
poration, 403 East 64th Street, Suite 3A, New 
York 21, New York, contacting Mr. M. Porter, 
we’re sure you can get the name of the distributor 
or dealer in your area. 


If you intend to keep your car any length of 
time, it will pay you to invest in a set of Konis. 
We got a set of Koni shocks last spring, when 
they first appeared in this country, and immedi- 
ately noticed better handling qualities. Koni 
recommends that to start, you leave the shocks 
at stock settings. We set our shocks, front and 
rear, at one turn over stock. The rear rode like 
that famous English TC with normal road use. 
Mom and the kids put their feet down and the 
rear shocks went back to normal settings. Before 
the Appalachian National Rally, we experienced 
some bottoming out in the front. We increased 
our setting on the front shocks to 11/4 turns which 
seemed to be just right. The adjusting factor 
of the Koni allows you to set up the shocks for 
any condition. One PCAer has his Konis turned 
up to 3 full turns on his 1500 Normal . . . this 
fellow really likes a stiff ride. With Konis you 
get the ride you prefer. 


One draw back to Konis at the present time 
is the price. Listing at $24.46 each for the 
356A, $97.84 is a lot of money for a set of 
shock absorbers. The shocks for the 356 Porsche 
list at $23.30 each. When Koni gets their dis-

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Has the long appointment lists to do a simple 
thing like lube your Porsche gotten you down? 


Have you ever wondered in the past where you 
could find a proper service station hoist for your 
Porsche? 


Since the front wheels should not have any 
weight on them to really lube the front suspen- 
sion, the Porsche cannot be lubricated properly 
on a “drive-on” hoist. We decided to investigate 
the subject of automobile hoists with an eye 
toward finding something for the Porsche. 


By chance we came upon a book put-out by 
the Globe Hoist Company in Philadelphia. This 
book gave instructions for lifting foreign cars 
on the company’s hoists. A letter, followed by 
a phone call, established an appointment to meet 
with Bill LaMond and Wally Stein of Globe 
Hoist and go over all phases for lifting the 
Porsche. This is what we found out. 


Globe Hoist, with plants also in Des Moines 
and Long Beach, California, is the maker of the 
“FRAME-KONTACT” hoist. At the present time 
they have two models which have been installed 
in service stations all over the country. These 
are the F-10 single-post “FRAME-KONTACT” 
hoist and the F-27 two-post “FRAME-KON- 
TACT” hoist. Older models of both of these 
hoists were 67” long, newer models are 60” in 
length. All models have an outside width of 47”. 
There are the Continental Adapters (with 14” 
swivel arm length) or the newer Continental 18” 
Adapters (with 18” swivel arm length) for use 
with these hoists. Actually, the old style 14” 
adapters are probably better for foreign cars. 
We heard a rumor that the 18” adapter had come 
about for a certain piece of luxury iron from 
Detroit. 


First thing to watch before driving into lifting 
position is that the hoist itself lies low enough 
so that when you drive over it you won't hit 
bottom. Some companies, when they installed 
the hoists in their stations, have recessed the 
floor to take the hoist superstructure as Globe 
suggests . . . most have not. You may have to 
use some planks to lift clear of the hoist super- 
structure as you drive on. We have had no 
trouble of this sort with the Globe Hoists we have 
been on .. . best to check. The adapters should 
NOT be fitted on the hoist until the car has been 
positioned over the hoist superstructure. Re- 
member, MAKE SURE ALL ADAPTERS ARE 
OFF THE HOIST AT THIS TIME. 


Drive car into position as pictured in the 
diagram below. 


If the hoist is not recessed, the attendant may 
have trouble getting the adapters in place. Tell 
him to slip them in through the wheel cut-outs,

then he can slide the base and adapter into 
position.

The adapters are positioned as follows: Front 
adapters are positioned on both sides in the 
area of the front fender welds or seams. The 
rear adapters are positioned on both sides di; 
rectly under the frame member below the tor- 
sion bars. The two pictures accompanying this 
article show this very well. In the first book 
Globe had on this subject, the pictures for the 
Porsche were fouled up by the printer. This is 
what actually led to the appointment with their 
representatives. The adapters shown in the pic- 
tures are the Continental 14”. We tried and 
know that both the 14” and 18” adapters will 
work with the Porsche. 












































We don’t recommend you using a Globe Hoist 
without the adapters. It can be done with the 
60” hoist and is being done by some Porsche 
dealers, but it’s virtually impossible with the 
67” model. The Globe people say use the adapt- 
ers, they’re there for the purpose of doing the 
job right. 


Globe is now making a CONTINENTAL 
“FRAME-KONTACT” Hoist. This comes in an 
FS-10 (single post) and FS-27 (two post) 
models. This hoist has an outside width of 38” 
and you will be able to position directly over 
the superstructure. These hoists have swivel 
arms and sliding 3 positional pads. When you 
see one of these, you are looking at the most 
advanced thing in this field. 


Globe also makes a V-7 hoist and transport- 
ing dolly especially for the Volkswagen. Many 
of you have or will be seeing these in VW shops 
around the country. 


Quite a science is this business of hoisting 
things.

SLIPPING CLUTCHES 


On several different occasions where an engine 
has been taken apart and put back together again, 
and this could also happen without the engine 
being disturbed, we (Don Johnson—Southeast- 
ern Michigan and myself) found that oil would 
seep through the light dowels which keep and 
locate the fly wheel to the crankshaft. The fit 
of these dowels is very close (a tight press fit), 
but even so, there is high oil pressure just inside 
the fit at the crank main bearing. If you have 
a slipping clutch, check to see if any oil is drip- 
ping from the bottom of the clutch housing. 
First, wipe the bottom of the clutch housing 
clean, then drive the car for a day or so, then 
park the car over a clean area and check to see 
if any oil shows up below the housing. If any 
oil leak is indicated, changing clutches or clean- 
ing the old one would be of no avail. 


The procedure for stopping the oil leak men- 
tioned above successfully was to tear down the 
engine again, put Permatex jointing compound 
between the flywheel and the crank, and fit over- 


size rubber plugs into the dowel holes on the 
clutch side a the flywheel after the flywheel has 
been doweled onto the end of the crank. These 
rubber doweled plugs will have to be fabricated 
from some available round rubber stock (such 
as the round rubber belt from an old floor model 
vacuum cleaner). The plugs should also be 
anointed with aircraft type Permatex before in- 
sertion. After these plugs are shoved in, the 
large washer which partially covers the dowel 
holes, and the flywheel mounting bolt can be 
drawn up and torqued up (approximately 260 
ft. Ibs.). Then the clutch can be reinstated with 
a new friction plate (the old one will be permeat- 
ed with oil). When the engine is reinstalled in 
the car, you should be in business. 


We know this works because we went through 
the above operation ourselves on a 53 Normal. 


Some time ago we had occasion to have the 
same engine worked over by a Porsche dealer. 
He didn’t reinstall the rubber plugs we had put 
in previously—Yep, you guessed it! It’s leak- 
ing oil again, so we know where the oil comes 
from and we know what to do to stop it. 


There is a bad condition which can develop 
with these aforementioned light dowels, where 
the dowels “work,” that is flex to the point where 
they wear loose. This we believe is a rare afflic- 
tion and is not to be construed as the oil leakage 
problem. The oil leakage can develop with so- 


called tight dowels.
